Three years ago the pretty Its, then only fifteen,
met Charles at the Cooks' Ball. They hare been In-

timate since. Eva la a cook also. Charles was at
tho Long Biaoh Hotel laat summer and had a sal-

ary ot $180 y month. When be Came back from
there he got a position at the Sherwood Hotel, on
Fifth avenue, where his salary was tss a month.

Blnco hla return from Long Beaoh, Charles, who
was a robust blond or twenty-si- x years, had
boarded with Mrs. Nenrelthcr, and Eva did not go
out to work.

A GROION MAIN BURSTS THERE WITH

BUltrUISINa RESULTS.

While Thirteenth Warder Blept a Stream
of Water not a High n the Hoofs,
Flooding; Their Cellar nnd Making a
Ilia Ciiaant nt the Corner of Delnncer
htrcet Tnln Effort to Htop the I,eak.

When day dawned this morning the solid ground
In the square formed by tho crossing ot Pitt and
Delancey stroets was seen to havo given place to
water.

During the esrly morning hours the paving,
stones and earth had caved In, leaving a cavity
about 15 tcot long, 9 feet wide and 4 feet deep.
This was full of water, and it resembled t minis,
ture lake.

A big track, a bnggy, sn express wagon and a
grocery man's cart tnrronndsd this water and
barred the entrance at every part, for fear that
some reckless driver wonld come along, plunge
Into the stream and be drowned with bis horse and
wagon. The water came from a Croton main that
buret under t.i street with a report like a pistol-sh- ot

about II o'clock last night.
Boon alter a Jet ot water spurted up between the

paving-stone- s. It Increased in volnme and force,
and ajon ahot aa high aa the Drat stories of the
neighboring tenement-house- s, until It rssembleJ a
stream from a e.

Boon alter another Jet began to spout and rival
It comrade In energy. Then a whole family ot
smaller Jets oi ened up, and soon the wster over-
flowed the streets and sidewalk In every direotton.

Gondolas were not to be found, ao the people
who were obliged to travel in that vicinity waded
through water up to the ankles.

Owen MoOinnis, an ex.Alderraan, owni a teneme-

nt-house on the northwest corner. There ts a
cellar and a sub-cell-ar beneath tne house. The
water obtained admission to these through the
coal shute on the Pitt street s de and was soon
tumbling Into tho sub-cell-ar with u roaring sound
like a waterfall.

After suing the suh-cell-ar It filled up the main
cellar and was proceeding quietly on Ita war ra

when the street caved lu and summarily
squelched the flying water for a time.

Meanwhile Mr. McGtunla had not been lair, no
la a boss piumber.

As last aa they arrived he put
them at work trying to stop the leak, but they
might as well have attempted to slop the tide In the
river.
